'Madame Storch Dies 


About to Be Deported 
As German SpyLeader 


Death of Young Turkish 
Woman Occurs at Ellis 
Island — Pneumonia Be- 
lieved to Have Been Cause 


New York, March 30.—Maadme Des- 
pina Davidovitch Storch, the young 
Turkish woman who was charged with 
being the leader of a band of Gérman 
spies taken into custody in this city 
a fortnight ago, died suddenly today in 
her quarters on Ellis island, it was 
learned tonight. 

The death of Madame Storch is be- 
lieved to have been due to pneumonia, 
although secrecy was maintained as to 
the details. She had been taken to 
Ellis island pending action by. the gov- 
ernment, .which probably would have 
resulted in her being deported to 
France, where she might have met the 
traditional fate of a spy. 

Madame Storch was born in Constan- 
tinople only 23 years ago. Her father 
was a German and her mother a Turk. 
Government agents believe that she 
had been for years in the secret service 
of Germany, although she denied that 
she was implicated in Teutonic in- 
trigues in the United States. 

French Baron Her Companion. 

The constant companion of Madame 
Storch had been Baron Henri de 
Beville, a member of a noble French 
family. He was arrested with her and 
is a prisoner at Ellis island. The other 
members of the band were Madame 
Elizabeth Charlotte Nix, who also is 
held for deportation, and Count Robert 
de Clairmont. The count has been crit- 
ically ill ever sincé the unexpected raid 
of government agents on his apart- 
ment. His physicians say they do not 
expect him to recover.

“The action of the board may be in- 
voked in respect to controversies with- 
in its jurisdiction, by the secretary of 
labor or by either side in a controversy 
or its duly authorized representative. 
The board, after summary considera- 
tion, may refuse further hearing if the 
case is not of such character or im- 
portance to justify it.” 


Statement by Taft. 


Both Mr. Taft and Mr. Walsh gave 
out supplementary statements on the 
work of the conferees. Mr. Taft said: 

“T am profoundly gratified that the 
conference appointed under the direc- 
tion of Secretary Wilson has reached 
an agreement upon the plan-for a na- 
tional] labor board to maintain maxi- 
mum production by settling obstruc- 
tive controversies between employers 
and workers. It certainly is not: too 
much to say that it was due to the 
self-restraint, tact and earnest patri- 
otic desire of the representatives of 
the employers and the workers to reach 
a conclusion. I can say this with 
due modesty, because I was not one 
of such representatives. Mr. Walsh 
and I were selected as representatives 
of the public. Personally it was one 
of the pleasant experiences of my life. 
It brought me into contact with lead- 
ers of industry and leaders of labor, 
and my experience gives me a very 
high respect for both. I am personally 
indebted to all of the board, but es- 
pecially to Mr. Walsh, with whom as 
the pr other lawyer on the board, it 
was necessary for’ me to confer fre- 
quently in the framing of the points 
which step by step the conference 
agreed to. Of course, the next question 
is ‘Will our plan work?

GERMANS REPULSED, 


FRENCH REPORT. 


Paris, March 30.—The battle on the 
Moreuil-Lassigny front continued the 
whole day and extended along sixty 
kilometres, says the war office an- 
nouncement tonight. 

The German assaults, multiplied in 
force, were incessant, but French coun- 
ter attacks everywhere stopped the on- 
slaught. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“The battle on the front form Moreuil 
to Lassigny continued all day with 
the greatest violence and spread over 
a front of sixty kilometers) The Ger- 
man forces, in spite of enormous losses 
in their ranks by our fire, ‘have multi- 
plied their assaults against our line, 
which have been met desperately by 
our hereic troops, who, by their inces- 
sant counter attacks, have stopped ev- 
erywhere the furious assaults of the 
enemy.

In making the announcement, the 
premier said: ; 

“For. the first few days after the 
German army had launched upon our 
lines an. attack unparalleled in its con- 
centration of troops and guns, the sit- 
vation ‘was extremely critical. Thanks 
to the indomitable bravery of our 
troops, who gradually stemmed the eny 
emy advance until reinforcements could 
arrive and our faithful ally could enter 
into: the battle, the situation now is 
improved. The struggle, however, is 
only in its opening stages and no pre- 
diction of ita future course can yet be 
made. 

“Prom the first day the war cabinet 
has been in constant session and in 
communication with headquarters and 
with the French and American govern- 
ments. A number of measures have 
been taken in concert between the gov- 
ernments to deal with the emergncy. 

“The enemy has had the incalculable 
advantage of fighting as one army. To 
meet this, the allies have, since the 
battle began, taken a most important 
decision.” With the cordial co-opera- 
tion of the British and French com- 
manders-in-chief, General Foch has 
been charged by the British, French 
and American governments to co-ordi- 
nate the action of the allied armies on 
the western front. 

“In addition to the action taken to 
meet the immediate needs of the mo- 
ment, it will bé necessary to bring into

‘Te Break Northern Hinge. 

This attack before Arras was an ob- 
vious attempt to break down the north- 
ern hinge of the allied position, It re- 
sulted from the fact that the German 
armies south of the Somme are being 
steadily pushed into a narrower and 
narrower wedge. By Friday night this 
effort to get Arras and widen the gap 
in the allied lines seemed to have 
failed and terminated. 

At the same time the northern wing 


of the German armies was attackin 

Arras, there was a sudden leap forward 
of the southern forces, which resulted 
in the fall of Montdidier, 35 miles west 
of St. Quentin, 20 miles south of 
Amiens, and on the main railroad from 
Paris to Amiens. A French counter 
attack halted this drive late Friday 
but the Germans continued to hoid 
Montdidier in the Avre valley on a wide 
front. On Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday morning official reports indicate 
a slow but steady alge by the Ger- 
mans between the Somme and the Avre 
river and by Saturday morning the 
Germans are fairly a dozen miles east 
of Amiens and are still advancing in 
the direction of this city. 

The battle, then, on Saturday morn- 
ing is reaching a new crisis. From an 
attempt to destroy the British army it 
has diminished to an effort to pene- 
trate between the British and French 
armies, take Amiens and thus destroy 
the unity between the two allied forces 
and seize the vital communications of 
= British which are centered at this 
own. 


Value of Amiens. 


On Saturday morning, then, when 
this review closes, Amiens has come 
to have the same value in the battle of 
Pi¢ardy that Calais had in the frst 
battle of Flanders, and the British 
troops south of the Somme are endeav- 
oring to repeat the achievement of 
other British troops before Ypres in 
October and November, 1914. 

The fate of Amiens would now seem 
to depend largely on the ability of the 
allies to make counter offensive on the 
rapidly extending flanks of the Ger- 
mans’ offensive, recalling those which 
won the battle of the Marne. 

The possibility of a supreme German 
success with a “win the war” victory, 
has practically disappeared. The’ bat- 
tle of Picardy on the tenth day no lon- 

er promises to be a Waterloo or a 
edan. Rather, there is a great chance 
that it may prove another Marne. In 
any event, the British army has es- 
caped a supreme disaster, and there 
seems to be no further chance of a de- 
cisive German victory

Rvenue Collector A .O. Blalock re- 
ceived a telegram Saturday from the 
internal revenue department of the 
government at Washington instructing 
him to keep his office open until mid- 
night Monday night to receive tax re- 


turns, 

This will give one more day than 
many people had anticipated in which 
to make out tax return statements, 
whether the returns cover the individ- 
ual income tax, excess profits tax, or 
corporation tax. 

While the clerks of the income tax 
bureau of the revenue department will 
be at work today, the offices will not 
be open to the public. The clerks will 
have all they can do to assort the im- 
mense volume of returns received Sat- 
urday and the greater volume which is 
expected today. All day Monday, how- 
ever, and until Monday midnight, indi- 
viduals, firms an@ corporations who are 
subject to any of the provisions of the 
tax law will find a corps of accommo-. 
dating clerkg on hand to assist them, 
if their assistance is desired, in the 
preparation of their papers or to re- 
ceive and file the returns that are 
brought in. 

Returns Flow in. 

All day Saturday the returns flowed 
into the income tax offices in a steady 
stream. Mail trains brought sack after 
sack of returns from all over the state 
to the city. These were hurried through 
the postoffice to Collector Blalock’s of- 
fices which were thronged with people 
who sought information on some of the 
many points as applied to their individ- 
ual earnings and expenses. 

The preparation of the questionaires 
for excess profits rghierns developed the 
fact: that hundreds of business men 
throughout the state are for the first 
time finding out just what they are 
worth. Collector Blalock said he was 
surprised to learn of the great number 
of merchants who have been conduct- 
ing their business year after year with- 
out taking an inventory of their stock. 

He found that a aimilar failing is 
chargeable to many individuals who 
have an irregular source of income and 
who are not in the habit of keeping a 
record of their earnings and expenses. 
In this class there were scores of men 
who made income tax returns whose 
earnings are based on piece-work or 
who are paid overtime for their serv- 
ices from time to time. 

Many of these men evidently figured 
on earning enough money to meet their 
expenses, save a little, buy a home and 
invest in Liberty Bonds. But they were 
not certain how much they earned dur- 
ing the year as they had kept no actual 
account of their income and expenses. 

Promote Business Efficiency. 

Revenue officials stated that aside 
from the revenue the income and ex- 
cess profits taxes would bring the gov- 
ernment, the imposition of the tax an 
the manner of making returns would 
doubtless promote business efficiency 
in mercantile firms and economy in in- 
dividuals.

Reference is made in the companies’ 
announcement to the many fire losses 
which it is suspected are due to the 
work of enemy agents, which is held 
partially responsible for the increased 
ratio of loss during the past few years.

placement losses, in other words, a re- 
, placement of that portion of a bujlding 
iwhich has been damaged by fire. 

The companies draw attention to the 
stated rate of profit on fire insurance 
for the past ten years as averaging 
/ 1.067 per cent, and point out that with 
a minimum increase of 5 per cent in 
/cost in all lines they would shortly be 
-put out of business unless some relief 
| such as that now announced should be 
forthcoming.

After working for more than a week 
on the intricate subject of preparing 
itineraries for the two trains which 
will tour the sixth federal reserve dis- 
trict as part of the third Liberty Loan 
campaign, the publicity department, 
with offices on the fifth floor of the 
Chamber of Commerte building, an- 
nounced Saturday that these itineraries 
were now complete and can be secured 
upon application. 

The work of routing these trains was 
handled by St. Elmo Massengale, pub- 
licity director, and W. R. C. Smith, 
chairman of transportation. Called into 
conference on this work were the zone 
chairmen from New Orleans, Jackson- 
ville, Nashville, Chattanooga, Knox- 
ville, Birmingham anéd other cities, who 
met with Cc. H. Markham, regional di- 
rector of railroads for the southeast; 
J. T. King, his representative detailed 
to this task, and officials of all roads 
represented in the routes. 

Only two other districts in the en- 
tire country have been given these 
trains, one going to the §t. Louis dis- 
trict and one to Dallas, Texas. 

Electrically Lighted Cars. 

Each train will consist of an elec- 
trically lighted baggage car and two 
flat ‘rs, filed with exhibits, and a 
Pulli..an for the speakers, train mana- 
ger and others in the party. The ar- 
rival in a town will be announced by 
firing a bomb from a trench mortar im- 
bedded in a sandbox on one of the flat 
cars. 

On each train will be several distin- 
guished speakers, and the zone chair- 
man in each section will provide local 
speakers to travel through his own dis- 
trict. There will be several French and 
Canadian army officers, wounded and 
granted leave of absence for work in 
America, and these will make short 
talks on their experiences. 

The exhibits have,been collected in 
Waco, Texas, where they were sent via 
Galveston by the French government, 
and are on their way to Atlanta, where 
they will be assorted and prepared for 
the trains. They will consist of trench 
mortars, cannon, parts of aeroplanes 
and trophies captured from the Ger- 


mans or collected on the battlefields.

tween Knoxville and Chattanooga. On 
April 12 the train will leave Chatta- 
nooga through LaFayette, Newnan, 
Griffin, Macon, Cuthbert and extreme 
southern points, reaching Tallahassee, 
Fla., on this leg of the tour. 

From Tallahassee the train will go 
to Greenville, Fla., and back to south 
Georgia, touching Quitman, Thomas- 
ville, Pelham, Albany and Cordele, and 
then to Ashburn, Tifton, Moultrie and 
Valdosta. From thence it will go to 
Madison, Fila., and then south to Arca- 
dia and points on the west coast, in- 
cluding Bradentown. From there the 
train will travel north through central 
Florida to Jacksonville, making eight 
stops. A tour through eastern Georgia 
will then be made, ending at Augusta, 
where the route turns west through 
the north central part of the state. El- 
berton, Hartwell, Toccoa, Cornelia and 
Gainesville will be reached on this trip, 
and sae tour will end on the night of 
May 1 in Atlanta.

In charge of train No. 1 will be Frank 
Adair and W. E. Harrington as joint 
chairmen: a traffic official and an au- 
ditor in general charge of details and 
expenses, 

Train No. 2, destined for the New 
Orleans division, will leave at the same 
time as No. 1, going over the Southern /| 
to Birmingham, stopping at various 
points on the route. It will then go 
west to Pulaski, Tenn., and Huntsville, 
Ala., with stops at Sheffield and other 
points. Selma will be reached on April 
11. From Selma the train will go to 
Meridian, Miss., where it will be turned 
over to the officials of the New Or- 
leans publicity committee. The sched- 
ules, however, through the New Or- 
leans territory have fully been mapped 
out by the Atlanta committee, in con- 
ference with C. F. Mock, of New Or- 
leans, who probably will be chairman 


This train will reach points in Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana, going as far 
into the southwest as Bunkie, on the 
Texas and Pacific, and Crowley, on the 
Southern Pacific, far west of New Or- 
leans. On its return trip it will reach 
Mobile, where it will be returned to 
the Atlanta committee and its route 
extended to points on the Louisville 
and Nashville between Mobile and 
Montgomery. Then it will be routed 
through Troy, Dothan and Eufaula, 
back to Montgomery, and on to Talla- | 
dega, Opelika and back to Atlanta for 
the end of its tour on the night of May 
2. It is scheduled to make ninety-two 
towns in twenty-seven days.

2,004 White Men and 4,000 
Negroes Comprise Quotas 
of -Three.States—300 Have 
Already Arrived —New 
‘Men to ‘Compose Second 
Gordon Division. 


The first selectmen from Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee reporting un- 
der the draft call of March 29 began 
arriving yesterday at Camp Gordon’s 
national army receiving station. 

From now on, officials of the station 
state, there will be a steady stream of 
drafted men pouring into Gordon until 
each of the three southern states have 
éontributed their full’ quota of 6,004 
men. oe 

Of this number 2,004 will be white 
men and 4,000 will be negroes. From 
midnight of Friday, March 29, until 
noon Saturday more than 300 selectmen 
had” reported at the receiving station 
for entrance to the army. Two hun- 
dred of these were white men from 
each of the three states. All the ne- 
groes will come’ from Georgia, which 
is badly behind in supplying her quota 
of colored soldiers. 

The new men are carried directly to 
the receiving station upon their arrival | 
at the camp, and are there put through 
the preliminaries that proceed their 
entrance to the national army. As soon 
as they have finished these the men 
will be uniformed and given rudimen- 
tary training in military drilling. 

The announcement Friday that 3,700

With Eagerness Despite 
the Fact That Few Are 
Acquainted With, Words 
or Music of “Star Spangled 
Banner.” 


Battalion classes in the singing of 
“The Star Spangled Banner” have ter- 
minated at Camp Gordon, and the 
Eighty-second can now be truthfully 
termed a “singing” division. With the 
end of the course those in charge have 
made public some highly interesting | 
statistics regarding the knowledge dis- 
played by soldiers regarding their na- 
tional air. 

While the figures denote the fact 
that very few of the men. knew much 
about the American anthem they do 
not portray the attitude of the men 
toward the course, for the soldiera en- 
tered the thing with an eagerness that 
was highly commendable. 
The interest was more marked where 
officers took part in it and, several 
commanders were. asked to grant addi- 
tional hours for instruction. In every 
instance these requests were granted. 

The following information was given 
out by officials without further com- 
ment than the fact that they believe 
that the same conditions will be met 
with in any large body of men select- 
ed at random: 

Of an average attendance of 800 men 
less than 1 per cent knew the first 
verse of “The Star Spangled Banner” 
and could recite it from memory. 

Less than one-third of 1 per cent 
knew more than the first verse. 

In many instances no men in the 
audience knew the opening lines of 
the last verse, to say nothing of the 
rest of the song. 

Of 300 new white recruits 20 had 
never heard of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

Of 800 new colored troops 60 had 
never heard of it. 

Fully 50 per cent of the troops had 
had instruction in “The Star Spangled 
Banner” in their puBlic schools, and 
mostly in the first. verse, , 

The work of teaching the division 
the song was done by the Y. M. C: A.

The 
course extended over several weeks, 
and Director Buschgen, who directed 
it, has received many compliments on 
the splendid results achieved.

New York, March 30.—(Special.)—It 
did not take the stock market long 
this week to recover from ‘the first 
shock of the war news. On Monday 
at the opening, there was an accumu- 
lation of over the week-end selling 
orders, mostly from out-of-town 
sources, sent in as a result of the break 
in the market on Saturday, and the 
further reports of German successes on 
Sunday. The market absorbed this 
selling in a surprisingly quick fashion, 
the decline was checked before it had 
run to not more than two or three 
points. The recovery which followed 
continued in face of further discour- 
aging reports from the battle front, 
and the ground lost at the opening was 
practically all made up when the mar- 
ket closed. Succeeding days of the 
week furnished little marketwise to 
change the general position of stocks. 
If it may be said that the market 
failed to reflect by further rapid gains. 
the more reassuring news toward the 
end of the week, it may also tbe argued 
that the opening decline on Monday 
failed entirely to confirm the fears of 
the many who had been predicting that 
the beginning of the Teuton offensive, 
if successful, would signalize another 
avalanche of liquidation in the stock 
market. While holders of stocks did 
not. have their confidence undermined 
hy the assault, neither were potential 
buyers disposed to continue to bi 
stocks up nest 5 Beet definite turn 
in the war situation, for it ig still preg- 
nant with serious possfbilities.

The way to help now in the crisis bearing down upon us is through the 
channels the government. has directed, and there is no way more surely 
efficacious than through an active co-operation of the community with the 
Red Cross organization of that community. 

Atlanta has one of the best organized chapters of the Red Cross in 
the country, led and officered by men and women whose names and careers 
bear testimony to their integrity, and to their loyal support of any movement 

‘which stands for the highest order of patriotism. 

Every department of the Red Cross is now organized in working order. 
But as larke as the membership is, and as ardent as many of the workers 
are, there is still the call coming for more workers, more regular workers 
and that in every department of the Red Cross. 

There is the call for a mutual aid among the Red Cross workers them- 
selves, and the call for every member to post himself and herself with the 
facts which pertain to every phase of Red Cross work. Every member 'of 
the organization should feel the obligation of a missionary work with no 
limit to its extension and force. They should talk the Red Cross, talk of 
it loyally, help in the weak places wherever they seem to be, help the leaders 
and chairmen and lagging co-workers, and finally formulate their own plans 
and systematically participate actively in some department of the local 
chapter work. 

“The moment any of us repeat anything we hear in the way of criti- 
cism of our government or the Red Cross we are unconsciously doing the 
work of the German propagandists. Instead of repeating it, or even listen- 
ing to it we should say: ‘Do you know what the Red Cross is doing here or 
there, or what the army is doing?’ Let us talk about what good they are 
doing instead of other things,” was the very good advice Mrs. August Bel- 
mont gave a group of women in Paris the other day, and the word might be 
passed on, coming from a distinguished American woman, who is giving of 
her fortune and every moment of her time to her country. 

The American Red Cross is the relief agency of the citizens’ army at 
home, and now is the time for every individual American not only to register 
for membership in it, but to make his service in it as sacred as he would, if

dress was the clearness and simplicity 
with which she defined the service 
required of women during this war, 
especially the women who are con- 
nected with the Woman’s Committee of 
the Council of National Defense. If 
this feature could have received more 
publicity through the press, rather 
than the occasional flare she showed 
at the injustice in not giving women 
the ballot, it would have done more 
good for the cause, and afforded a bet- 
ter interpretation of what she really 
said and meant. . The time for agitat- 
ing woman’s suffrage has passed, as it 
passed in England in 1915, and tke 
time for women to prove themselves 
worthy and capable of all the privl- 
leges and burdens of citizenship has 
come, as it came in England last year, 
when the government offered them 
limited suffrage. Men are already prt- 
vately convinced of the rights of the 
franchise for women, it is only the 
possessive case in them that holds out. 
And it takes time and patience to dis- 
possess a whole nation of men of 
what they have always owned and 
cherished to the best of their absent-

The war conference held here Wednesday and Thursday in respouse to 
the call made by the Georgia division, woman’s committee, Council of Nd- 
tidnal Defense, was in many respects a remarkable gathering, establishing 
the fact that in less than nine months’ time, the women of the state have 
organized units for patriotic service under government direction in one hun- 
dred and forty-seven counties, thus having “one of the best state organiza- 
tions for patriotic service in the union,” stated Dr. Anna Shaw, the recog; 


nized head of the patriotic women of America. 


There were delegates who represented 87 county units at the meeting}. 


elegates representing 37 organizations, and a delegate representing the 
Sitar ot the tate in his interest in the patriotic work of the women, and 
in their co-related work to his work as head of the State Council of Defense. 
There were women present who represented all forms of patriotic effort, 
whether expressed by the Colonial Dames, the Daughters ofthe Revolution 
os the Daughters of the Confederacy and women representing that splendid 
organization, the Federation of Women’s Clubs. There was the woman who 
represented every phase of Red Cross work, the woman preacher, the woman 
doctor and the woman journalist. There was the woman who has sent her 
gon, or two or three of them, to the army or the navy, and the one whose 
daughter is serving as a nurse in a military hospital. There was the young 
wife of Georgia’s governor, and the wife of the man who is plowing in Geor 
gia fields; there was the woman of wealth giving generously of her funds 
for war relief, and the woman wage-earner. There was the silver-haired 
woman whose intellect guided the forces of Georgia women over a half-cen-

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Lesson of Patziotism Toaaki 
i At Tallulah Industrial :School 


Among the many good things taught) 


in the Tallulah Falls Industrial school 
this winter is the lesson of patriotism. 
During the bitter cold weather the 
| roads. were blocked with snow and ice, 
‘and it was almost impossible for the 
day pupils, living at a distance, to 
‘reach the school. The ever resourceful 
principal, Miss Davis, would gather the 
‘ teachers and pupils in the boarding 
‘home around a good wood fire and give 
“them a lesson on patriotism with prac- 
tical illustration. The Red Cross work 
was explained, the history of it was 
taught, and the pupils were urged to 
have a part in this world work. The 
government’s plan in providing the 
thrift stamp book for the person of 
small earnings was shown, and 
pupils were made to see that by the 
purchase of these books they could not 
only aid the government in a very 
small way, but help themselves. _ 

At once work 'was planned by which 
all pupils might earn enough money to 
join the Red Cross, and purchase for 
themselves thrift stamp books. Pretty 
chains of corn beads, resembling gun 
metal, were made. Chains of paper 
beads were strung, with china .berries 
rose-colored and blue, which’ brought 
them a@asily from 60 to 75 cents. By 
this the pupils were made to see that 
they could do their bit for the govern- 
ment, show their loyalty and patriotism 
and at the same time lay by something 
for the future for themselves.

Nothing could afford more conclusive proof 


of a coterie of republican senators upon the 
administration of President Wilson than is 
afforded by Senator Lodge's allusion to the 
period of our belligerency as “a wasted 
year!”

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For some time individual provinces and 
communities of Canada, British Columbia 
being a notable example, have been dry by 
local statute. Where prohibition has been 
tried in Canada it has, as has been the case 
everywhere else, proved a success, and 
brought about an economic, commercial, 
financial and a moral improvement. 

Under the exigencies of war, Canada, 
about three years ago, considered the ad- 
visability of invoking liquor prohibition 
throughout the entire dominion. The liquor 
interests, however, put up too strong a fight, 
and were enabled to marshal in parliament 
opposition strong enough to temporarily de- 
feat that plan, although a law was enacted 
greatly curtailing the conversion of food- 
stuffs into alcohol for beverage purposes. 

As the war dragged on and the food situ- 
ation and the man-power situation grew 
more and more acute, and with prohibition 
proving so successful in the isolated commu- 
nities and political subdivisional units of the 
dominion, the prohibition sentiment gradu- 
ally spread and the prohibition policy became 
more and more general in its adoption. 

By and by the two remaining non-prohi- 
bition provinces will either see: the error 
of their ways and come in out of the wet, 
or else they probably will be forced in by 
the parent government; because undoubt- 
edly it is written in destiny that the whole 
of Canada, like the whole of the United 
States, and of this entire continent, for that 
matter, is soon to part,company with John 
Barleycorn, and all of his destructive in- 
fluences. 


THE DECATUR PLAN: 


Once a year, usually in the early spring, 
the people and the city officials of Decatur 
are called together by the city’s: board of 
trade for a heart-toheart family pow-wow 
about taxes and municipal improvements. 
The 1918 meeting has been called for Thurs- 
day evening, April 4, in the DeKalb county 
courthouse, 

The plan—which, so far as we know, is 
distinctly the “Decatur plan,” and unique 
among Georgia communities—has been in 
operation three years; and it has proven so 
universally satisfactory, both from the city 
administration's and from the taxpayers” 
standpoint, as to commend it as meriting 
general emulation. 

In substance. and effect the plan consists 
in nothing more than a public conference 
between the people and their elected serv- 
ants. The board of trade calls the people 
together to “talk Decatur.” The city offt- 
cials—the mayor, members of council, mu- 
nicipal department heads, etc.—attend in a 
body, and at first hand and by word of 
mouth give a detailed account of precisely 
what was accomplished with the people’s 
tax money during the last year; and then 
all together, officials and laity, discuss and 
decide upon the needs for the forthcoming 
year and the extent of the tax levy neces- 
sary to provide the revenue to meet those 
needs. 

Thus each year since the custom was 
inaugurated the city tax rate in Decatur has 
been fixed by the taxpayers themselves by 
vote at this voluntary “family gathering.”

PATRIOTISM ABOVE PROFITS. 


One of the big shipbuilding firms of the 
Pacific coast has announced a policy which, 
if it. were generally adopted and adhered 


to by the big business men and interests | 
throughout the country, would hasten the | 


end of the war. 

At the head of this firm, which employs 
3,800 men and has government contracts for 
twenty-eight wooden ships, is a man named 
Eric V. Hauser, vice president and general 
manager. Mr. Hauser, according to the 
western press reports, a short time ago 
publicly announced that he will not retain 
any of the profits that may accrue from the 
construction of wooden ships for the gov- 
ernment during the war. 

Instead, he said, every dollar that ac- 
crues from government contracts, over and 
above cost, will be devoted to war work, 
charities and government exigencies. 

The fact that Mr. Hauser has two sons 
in the army gives a touch of personal con- 
cern to this unique and patriotic policy; but 
just the same, every one of us—every Amer- 
ican citizen—whether or not we have a son 
or a brother in the military service, is per- 
sonally concerned in the war, and the win- 
ning of the war, whatever cost it entails, 
should be the first consideration of all. 

More than that, it’ should be the first 
consideration of every man and every wom- 
an of America, because what would : our 
business, our property, our very citizenship 
be worth should we lose the war and the 
Hun monster triumph! 


FOR GREATER FARM PRODUCTS. 


It is evident that Georgia packing plants 
and canning factories will make good their 
promise of a ready home market for farm 
products in this year of greater food produc- 
tion. 

During the past season the packing plants 
were hard taxed to handle the stock tkat 
came to market, which stressed the fact that 
stock-raising farmers had made a better 
record than had been anticipated.

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Some Sidelights 
Of the Great War 


Guam — Where First German 
Prisoners Were Taken 
Bulletin of the bureau © of Geographic 


Information of the National Geo- 
graphic Society of Washington 


Guam, one of the smallest of the United 
States’ insular possessions in the Pacific, 
where Captain Roy C. Smith, U. S. N., cap- 
tured 346 officers and sailors of the in- 
terned German gunboat Commoran, which 
they had blown up, is the subject of the fol- 
lowing war geography bulletin of the Na- 
tional Geographic society: 

“The great strategic importance of the 
island of Guam, the largest and most popu- 
lous of the Ladrone group in the Pacific 
is out of all proportion to !ts size and popu- 
lation. In area it is about three and a half 
times as large as Nantucket, having a length 
of less than 30 miles and an average width 
of about six miles. Its value is as a base for 
repairs and supplies for vessels plying be- 
tween Hawali, 3,825 miles to the northest, 
and Manila, 1,880 miles to the west. The 
population of the coral-reefed ocean oasis, 
according to a census taken four years ago, 
is 12,698, of whom 12,448 are natives. 

“Guam was discovered by Magellan dur- 
ing his historic voyage of 1521 when the 
ship which he commanded up to the time of 
his death succeeded in circumnavigating the 
@lobe. Missionaries reached the island a 
century and a half later. 

Delightful Climate. 

“Although the island lies within the 
tropics its climate is tempered by the north- 
east trade-winds. Generally speaking, the 
seasons conform with those of Manila, the 
least rain falling in the ‘‘winter’’ months. 

“The naitves of Guam are, as a rule, of 
good physique and pleasing appearance. Most 
of them have glossy black hair which is 
either straight or slightly curly. They are 
essentially an agricultural people, and their 
farms are often cultivated in a communal 
fashion. They are characteristically happy 
and genial, singing and playing at their 
work. 

“Practically none of the natives depends 
for his livelihood on his handiwork or his 
trade. There are men who can make shoes, 
tan leather and cut stone for building pur- . 
poses, but such a thing as a Chamorra shos- 
maker, tanner, stonemason or merchant who 
supports himself and his family Dy his trade 
is unknown.

work will probably say, “Excuse me, Senor, ‘county, Virginia, 56 years ago today.

Observation Post—An observation post is 
a point in our lines from which a clear view 
can be obtained of the enemy territory. If 
it is an infantry conservation post the enemy 
movements and defense are noted and re- 
ported direct. If it is an artillery post, con- 
nection with the battery is made by tele- 
phone, the observer reporting to the gun- 
ners.all movements and defenses within 
range. All firing from the *pattery, which 
is often ten miles behind the lines, is con- 
trolled by these observation posts far up 
near the enemy country. 

Barrage—<A barrage is a protective wall 
of curtain fire placed in front of infantry 
advancing to the attack until they have 
reached their final objective, and made it 
secure. The distance the shells are thrown 
by the batteries is accurately timed so that 
the curtain moves forward only so fast as 
the line of soldiers move too fast, they over- 
take their own barrage and, therefore, the 
attack is generally timed to a walk across 
“No-Man’s Land.” Shrapnel is the usual shell 
employed in barrage, each shell bursting 
about ten feet above the earth and throwing 
the shrapnel bullets forward about 200 yards. 
This makes it impossible for the enemy to 
rush to meet the attack. 

Shrapnel Shell—A shrapnel shell contains 
many leaden bullets which make a rain of 
lead when the shell explodea That is why 
it is so often that the dispatches read 
“wounded by shrapnel” If the shell is 
timed to explode in the air, as is usually 
the case, these bullets are thrown forward 
some 250 -yards. If the shell explodes on 


the ground, the effect is not so great.

EgEs to be preserved should be 

in the preserver on the day on wh oh 
| they are laid, and onl clean - 6ggs 
should be used for immediate consump- 
|tion. Eggs with cracked, thin or weak 
‘shells should not be put in the pre 
er, as they will mt thémselvés,” and 
cause others to spoil 

One -of the best méthods of préserv 
ing eggs is by’ the use,of silicate- 
soda, which is a pale yellow, colorless, 
syrupy liquid. it should be -diluted in 
the proportion of one part of the sili- 
cate to nine parts of water which has 
been boiled and allowed to cool.. Harth- 
enware crocks or jars are the best con- 
tainers, and these should. be scalded 6 pe 
and allowed to cool. before eras. 1 A 
container holding 6 gallons wi ac- 
commodate 18 dozen eggs, and require 
about 22 pints of solution. Too large 
containers are not desirable, as. they 
increase the liability of breakage, Haif 
Ftd the container with the selution, and 
place the eggs in it from day to day 
as they are obtained. Be sure that the 
eggs are covered with about 2. tnches 
of the solution, and keep the container 
in a cool place, where it will not have 
to be moved. It should be watched from 


ger of the water evaporating and leav- 
ing the eggs uncovered, enough cool! 
| boiled water should be added to keep 
them covered. 

Remove the egws from the solution 
as desired for use. Before boiling such 
eggs, prick a tiny hole with a néedle 
in the large end of the shell to prevent 
cracking.

MT. HELENA FINALLY. 
- TOPPED BY MOTOR CAR 


| Washington Giant by Climb- 
ing Roadless Slopes. 


For a long time it seemed as though 
gasoline would never drive a motor 
car to the summit of Mt. Helena, in the 
state of Washington. But it has done 
so at last, and the car was left at the 
summit of the roadless old giant for all 
of one night and most of the next day, 
so that the whole city of Helena might 
testify to the accomplishment of the 
hitherto impossible feat. 

Mt; Helena is a peak in the foothills 
of the main range of the Rocky moun- 


tains. Its summit is approximately 6,- 
6000 feet above sea level. The city of 
Helena, at the base of the mountain, 
has an elevation of 4,000 feet. 

There is no wheel road to the top 
of Mt. Helena, and it is difficult even 
for a pony to make the ascent. Numer- 
ous attempts have been made to put 
an automobile on the mountain top, and 
in 1910 it was claimed that a car with 
special gear ratio made the climb. 
However, no one except the claimants 
saw the ascent or saw the car on top 
of the mountain, and the story caused 
no great excitement. 

The car whic finally made the dif- 
ficult ascent was a odge Brothers 
motor car owned by the Helena Motor 
company, of Helena. It made the climb 
from the garage to the rocks on the 
summit in 45 minutes. Four men roe 
in the car.. At the foot of the rocks 
which crown the summit, the car met 
loose and stony soil. It was necessary 
to build up a roadway for it. Repeat- 
edly the car slipped backward off. the 
track and had to be blocked up to 
gwive traction for the wheels, which 
were equipped with driving chains. In 
the last hundred feet the rise was a 
61 per cent grade. 

After the car reached the top, it was 
blocked in position and remained on 
the mountain all night and part of the
